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Perspective on Moynihan 


For seven months Ambassador Daniel Pat- 
rick Moynihan moved through the corridors 


-and debating halls of the United Nations like 


some kind of Muhammad Ali of diplomacy, 


floating like a butterfly, stinging like a bee. - 


No petty foreign despot. not even the 
wretched Gen. Amin, was beyond his reach. 
With a flurry of lefts and rights~he bat- 
tered the whole Third World, bent on break- 
ing up “the massive blocs of nations which 
for 50 long have been arrayed against us in 
international forums.” The UN, as an insti- 
tution, did not escape his furious fists: he 
slapped it down as a “theater of the absurd.” 

Then one day an unsung, but promising 
British welterweight (Ivor Richard, head of 
the United Kingdom's delegation) rose up 
and fetched Mr. Moynihan a glancing biow 
aby indirectly comparing him variously to 
Wyatt Earp. Savonarola and King Lear) and 
at about this time the Muhammad Ali anai- 
ogy begins to break down. For suddenly, 
there was Pat slumped in his corner, plead- 
ing for words of encouragement from his 
managers. Henry Kissinger, who sometimes 
sees himself as a brave beleaguered cowboy, 
was wonderfully sympathetic—in public— 
and pounded him reassuringly on the back. 
President Ford shouted a vote ot confidence. 


_And things seemed to be going a little better 
τ until Jast week when columnist James Reston 
‘wetghed in with a looping left hynd to the 


hhead—and the lights went ont. Ail Mr. Res- 
ton said was that while Messrs. Ford and 
Kissinger were supporting Mr. Moynihan in 
public they “deplore him in private.” But 
that was enough. The word from ringside 
is that, on the strength of that phrase alone, 
the ambassador decided his usefulness was 
finished and threw in the towel. People who 
work in glass houses, James Thurber might 
have concluded by way of a moral to this 
fable, cannot afford to have glass jaws. 
* OF 

But there is more to be said about 
Mr. Moynihan than that, and more to be 
learned from his performance at the UN. 
‘The first thing to be said is that his depar- 
ture from the public scene at any time, how- 
ever temporary it may prove to be, ts always 
a pity. For more than a dozen years, under 
four thoroughly different presidents (two 
Republicans, two Democrats), he has brought 
to the business of government a volatile 
mixture of wit, warmth, Irish eccentricity, 
elegance of language (ard dress), a power- 
fol intellect, a speciol reverence for public 
service, and a not inconsiderable preoccupa- 
tion with seif, 

The failings have been altogether human 
ones: a professorial impatience with nay- 
sayers, especially well-entrenched bureau- 
eratic naysayers; an eye too firmly fixed 
wpon the grandstand and an ear too finely 
tuned to the sound of his own voice; a ten- 


dency to generate needless combat and to 
cast himself as the innocent and injured vic- 
tim of conspiratorial attack from whatever 
forces—the black community, the career far- 
eign serviee. liberal ideoclogues—that might 
be arrayed at any given moment against his 
designs, The result is that Pgt Moynihan 
plunged with enormous gusto into a lot of 
things. and left a lot of unfinished business 
when he moved on. One 15 mindful, to take 
an example immediately ot hand, of his 
boundiess enthusiasm seven years ago for 
doing something quickly. from his Nixon 
White House office, about Washington's riot 
corridors. 
* * * 

But never mind that—and never mind the 
fact that Mr. Moynihan also leit his UN 
mission largely unfulfilled He brought to 
that job a well-reasoned concept for deal- 
ing with the disparate and unrmily General 
Assembly majority, as weil as with the harsh 
realities of power politics in the real Third 
World. The idea of the United States right- 
ing back for a change was not new, but 
Mr. Moynihan's timing was just right. His 
predecessors had wrestled with the same 
problem under tess favorable conditions 
when the United States was the bully of the 
block, increasingly bogged down in Vietnam, 
with little support from its allies and in no 
shape to deal with the taunts of the neigh- 
borhood gangs of the Third World. Mr. Moy- 
nihan did not have Vietnam, or even Angola, 
to apologize for. He also found a receptive 
audience at home, a constituency yearning 
for the United States to stand up and talk 
back to somebody, somewhere, after the 
humiliation of Vietnam. There may even be 
some evidence, as Mr. Moynihan firmly be- 
lieves, that bis manner and methods have 
had an ameliorating effect on some of the 
worst of the anti-US, bear-baiting at the 
UN. In any case, we think it would be a 
serious mistake if his almost inevitable and 
largely self-inflicted departure were read as 
a repudiation of the underlying premises of 
the ‘policy he was pursuing; whatever one 
may feel about the train whistle, the train 
was on the right track. Sig 

As for the ambassador himseli, tt is said 
that he has senatorial ambitions. Meaning 
nothing i2 ta those he might oppose, his 
eloquence and scholarship would grace a 
body which is not uniformly long on either 
attribute And the senatorial pomp—as well 
as its rough and tumble—might be just right 
for him, as well. It was said by the late 
Gamal Abdel Nasser, among others, that 
there was a role wandering around in search 
of a hero. Maybe, in this case, the role is 
in the Senate, Perhaps somewhere out there, 
a toga is wandering around in search of 
Daniel Patrick Moynihan.

New Round in Ulster 


Nearly al! 78 members of Northern Ire- 
land's constitutional convention have re- 
turned to Stormont to resume deliberations 
on the future of the strife-wracked province, 
thus providing practically the only cause for 
hope in the Ulster cockpit. 

Even the majority United Ulster Unionist 
Coalition agreed to prompt resumption of 
private negotiations between the parties, 
and the opening session was devoid of Prot- 
estant-Catholic acrimony. 

Until last week, the coalition had insisted 
that inter-party discussions be confined to 
the convention's report of last November. 
This recommended a return to straight 
majority—meaning Protestant—rule, a pro- 
posal] rejected by Ulster’sa Catholics and the 
British government, 

Thus far, however, the coalition’s new at- 
titude on party talks has not been accom- 
panied by any weakening of its stand against 
sharing power at Cabinet level with the 
Jargely Catholic Social Democrati¢ and LaLst 
party. 

Hopes aroused last fall when William 
Craig, once among the most uncompromis- 
ing of Protestant leaders, urged a provisional 
coalition with Catholics, have now been 


dimmed. Craig was able to take only 8 few 
Protestants with him and now finds him- 
self In the position of other Unionist lead- 
ers who paid a heavy price in their own 
community for their praiseworthy efforts to 
reach out toward the Catholics. 


Britain's hard-pressed Secretary for 
Northern Ireland, Merlyn Rees, appears to 
have reconvened the convention for one 
month—with orders to continue the search 
for a constitutional arrangement for political 
power-sharing—not out of real hope but 
because he could think of nothing else to try 
after seven years of bloodshed and 50-plus 
of bitterness. 


Meanwhile, the Killing continues. The 


January death toll approached 50, nearly — 


double the previous monthly high. 

About all Americans can do is hope that 
these grisly statistics will finally have a. 
leavening impact on all parties in Ulster; 
they can also take greater care that contri- 
butions solicited here ostensibly for relief 
and medical care do not actually go to buy 
guns and prolong the slaughter of the 
innocents. :

U.S. Team Sees 
‘Moral Victory’ 
By Bernard Kirsch 


INNSBRUCK, Feb. 6 (IHT).— 
The Russian men beat the U.S. 
bors in hockey today and that 
surprised nobody. Only the score 
of 62 did. 

This was the most fearsome 
Squad of hockey men in the 
world, the combined team of -the 
two Russian outfits which went 
to North America and beat Na- 
tional Hockey League teams five 
of eight games, with one tie. 

The 18 Americans who put on 
the red, white and blue uniforms 
were college students, stars of 
places like Harvard University or 
‘Wisconsin schools, The goaltend- 
ing wonder is from Michigan 
Tech: 

“We showed them we were not 
@ bunch of young American 
Kids,” said Steve Jensen, who 
Scored one of the U.S. goals, 

“It was a moral victory.” said 
2l-yearold net protector Jim 
‘Warden, who was credited with 
60 saves in the frst cardinal 
game of the Group A pool in 
the Olympic six-natign: round- 
robin tournament, which ends 
Sunday night. The Russians are 
not expected to lose a game as 
they go for their fourth straight 
gold medgl. 

At times. tonight, they seemed 
not to be playing as hard as they 
could, and when they stepped up 
the pace, the Americans were 50 
“keyed up” they stopped the Rus- 
Sians. But their excitement, 
their over-flowing adrenalin, led 
to thelr downfall. a 

With 10 minutes gone and the 
Americans trailing only 1-0, goalie 
Warden slished out with his stick 
at a Russian loitering in the 
crease area, That is the Russian 
style—have somebody hanging 
around the goal and feed him 
throughout the game. 

“{Boris] Mihsilov always likes 
to stay in front of the net,” War- 
den said, “so I thought I'd take 
a few shots to his ankle. But I 
think I got a little carried away.” 

A penalty was called and an 
American was sent to the penalty 
box for the goalie. 

A minute later, Warden was 
caught holding a Russien and a 
second American was sent to the 
penalty box. 

“1 was so psyched up that x 
was almost to the point of cry- 
ing.” said Warden, who noted 
that the Russians are “tough 
enough to play five-on-five.” With 
three American skaters against 
five Russians the score was soon 
20, It became 3-0 two seconds 
after the Americans were on 
equal terms in players. For the 
res, of the game, the teams play- 


. ed more or jess evenly. The 3-0 


deficit evidently bad loosened up 
the Americans. 

John ‘Tait of the United 
States fmally scored at 7 min- 
utes 39 seconds of the second 
period.: The Americans kept up 
the attack agaist Vladislav 
‘Tretlak, the Russian goalie, who 
has often. been referred to as 
“the entire Russian defense,” 
but he let only ome more puck 
get past him, By then the 
Russians had. a 61 lead, with 
six players scoring. After each 
suecess, the Russians never ap- 
peared excited; they acted 
like the New York Yankees of 
ald who were not emotional over 
hitting home runs because they 
hit so many of them,

If he still de- 
clines to sig, he is declared a 
Tree agent. When the Enicks 
were deprived of this year's first- 
round draft choice by commis- 
sioner Larry O'Brien for the Mc- 
Ginnis caper, the Atlanta Hawks 
were fined $400,000 for having 
signed Julius Erving when the 
Milwaukee Bucks had drafted 
him, Of the $400,000 fine, $150 000 
went to the Bucks and $250,000 
to the league.
